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CIA ACCUSED CP INVOLVEMENT IN AUSTRALIA

[Text] In Canberra, there have been several pretest meetings tinea to the visit of the 
American vice president. Nelson Rockefeller ^jhe demonstrators protested over the 
Involvement of the American Central Intelligence Agency in the fall of the Labor govern- 
ment of Gough Whit lam. Cur observer Igor Bestuzhev comments: 

To begin with, I would like to stress the fact that the meetings have followed a statement 
by the new united states ambassador to Austrialia, janes Hargrove, in which he emphatically 
denied any CIA involvement in the fall of the Labor government. This denial was also 
echoed by Prime Minister I©lcolm Fraser. Their assurances, however, have failed to con- 
vince a very considerable section of the Australian public. 

And, this is not surprising in view of the CIA's sinister record of involvement in the 
affairs of many countries. In most such cases, there also were American denials and 
denials by some officials of the countries concerned. It was later proved, however, that 
the American Central Intelligence Agency did put political pressure on these countries 
using a whole range of clandestine means at its disposal. 


JTtalv provides a gtrlking examp le to this effect. Kell in the past, Italian leftwing 
parties and organizations used to say that CIA gives money to the rightwing parties 
and politicians. Their warnings were met with open skepticism. Today, even Washington 
officials admit that the Italian rightwing groups were cn the CIA payroll. Italian 
papers say today that the goal of the CIA was to keep Italy viithin the sphere of American 
political influence. 

And now , French political observers say the . CIA maintains a lar.-.re spy network in France ^ 
You may recall that the socialist member of the French Itational Assembly, (Georges 
Ferlou), asked the prime minister to take steps to liquidate the CIA spying in France. 

He stressed in this request that the CIA activities undermined the country's defense 
potential and damaged her national interests. 


you may also recall a Swedish protest ever clandestine activities cf the second secretary 
of the United States Embassy (Hatton) The Swedish protest stressed that his activities 
exceeded the scope of normal diplomatic duties. Swedish newspapers said at that time 
that (Hatton) was a CIA man. 

Late last year, the special Senate commission in the United States published its report 
on the activities of the American intelligence agencies. It was revealed that the 
Central Intelligence Agency prepared an attempt cn the life ^Cuban Prime Minister Fidel, 
castn a . that it engineered the assassination of the Gc n-olese leader Patrice Lumumba and 
that it was behind the plot against the commander of the Chilean armed forces, general 
Rene Schneider. 
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So, there is no denying the fact that the American CIA operates against the countries 
and gcvernme nts who refuse to tow Washington's political line. 

It is likewise clear that the policies of the Later gcvernment in Australia ran 
against the grain with the White House and the pentagon. This included la bor s 
stiff coposition to plans of Building a large Anerican base on the Diego 
island in the Indian Ocean and the closure of Australian ports to Anerican nuclear 

warships . 

Washington officials today keep saying that CIA stayed away from Austraiia even 
d“ spite serious differences between Washington and Canberra on many important issues, 
and the present Australian Government says it fully trusts its American friends. 

This may or may not be sc for all * know, and I think it is for the Austrians 
themselves to decide whether CIA did have any part in their political life. let me 
only recall well-known CIA attempts to influence the outcome of the last constitutional 
crisis in Australia. These attempts ^re mentioned not only by the left but also by 
periodicals on the other side of the political spectrum. 

The chief of the Australian security and intelligence service was notified that CIA 
was ver~ unhappy about a proposed statement in parliament by prime Minister rihitlam 
that was planned for 11 November. The prime minister was going to explain whether 
a certain American citizen (Stallings) who resided in Australia for many ye< ars was 
indeed on the CIA payroll. The Australian FINANCIAL REVIEW said at the time tha. 
the secretary of the Ministry of Defense tried to pressure the prime minister into 
letting the sleeping dogs lie. Australian newspapers said this was because (Stalling 

was a CIA masterspy. 

Many bourgeois newspapers in Australia said Gough Whitlam was removed from his post 
to^top him speaking in Parliament on 11 November. I shall not discuss «• rewtion 
c r the Australian press at that time. All I want to recall is the fact that the Cl 
and the Australian security intelligence organization maintain close links. Th 
, ces t-eyond information exchange and includes coordination on various matters In 
fact, CIA gets all it wants to know about Australia from the Australian security 
service. To my mind, this really makes it too simple for the Americans to manipulate 
the country's political scene.

[Text] tew York, April 6, TASS -The USSR mission at the United Natidns has lodged 
a viperous protest with the U.S. mission over the fresh anti-Soviet provocation by 
the fascist-style Zionist organizations against the Soviet mission. 

Cn Aoril 4 a group of hocclums staged a provocative gathering near the building of . 
the USSR mission in tew Ycrk. They hurled coarse abuse at the Soviet staff and their 
families and called for manhandling the Soviet diplomats. Police who watched these 
acts did nothing to sten them. A crowd cf hoodlums also attacked a bus c* the Sovie 
mission carrviS USSR diplomatic couriers. Such hostile acts, says the protest note 
cf the USSR mission, violate elementary norms of international law and are criminal 

offences . 
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
